Jobs Action Urged 
By Senator Clark 


Bucks County residents have the 
courage and the will to pull them­ 
selves out of the grave economic 
situation which faces them, U. S. 
Senator Joseph S. Clark told a 
group of approximately SOO per­ 
sons last night at the Woodrow 
Wilson High School, Green Lane 
near Mill Creek Drive, 
“ I believe in our economy and 
our free enterprise system," the 
Senator said, “and although the 
.situation is quite grave I know 
that the American people can take 
it.” 
However, he said, the economic 
program which President K» nnedy 
has proposed must be adopted by 
Congress as soon as oo.ssible if 
we are to recover bel ore it is too 
late.

PMA Founder 
Dies At 98 
In Bahamas 


Funeral services for Senator Joseph R. Grundy, 
who died yesterday afternoon at his winter home 
in Nassau, the Bahamas, at the age of 98, will be 
held Monday noon at his local residence, Walnut 
Grove Farms. 
Arrangements are under the direction of the 
John C. Black Funeral Home, Bristol. 
The Rev. 
William J. Sampson, rector of St. James Episcopal 
Church, Bristol, will officiate. Interment will be 
private at the convenience of relatives. 
The Senator had been ill for about two weeks 
before his death at 3:30 p.m. He had been under 
the care of Dr. Hubert Horan, of Nassau. 


Unbelievable Career 
Mr. Grundy’s death ended an almost unbeliev­ 
able career of a Bucks Countian who became one 
of the nation’s most powerful and at the same time 
most controversial political figures. 
Schooled in politics by his father, he entered 
politics at the age of 21 and for more than a half 
century dominated the Bristol, Bucks County and 
Pennsylvania political scenes. State-wide and na­ 
tionally he became known as the apostle of conser­ 
vatism and because of his unswerving belief in the 
absolute right of industrial czars, his name became 
synonymous with “Grundyism.” It was his way of 
life and he preached it until the end. 
Known As “ Uncle Joe” 
The Senator was known to intimates as “Unt ie 
Joe.” He founded the Pennsylvania Manufacturers 
Association January IO, 1910, insisted that what was 
good for the PMA was good for the whole country 
and through the association and under his own in­ 
fluence made possible the contribution of millions 
of dollars to the Republican Party. 
Mr. Grundy had fierce pride and interest in 
his own community. As a result, the borough of 
Bristol over a long period of years found him financ­ 
ing a municipal building, a modem fire department, 
public schools, streets and highways, and other 
municipal services. A further reflection of this de­ 
votion was found in his ownership of the Bristol 
Daily Courier, the Newtown Enterprise and the 
Doylestown Daily Intelligencer from 1914 until 
1954 when he sold them to the present publishers. 
Born Iii Camden 
Senator Grundy was bom in Cainden, N.J., Jan. 
13, 1863, a son of William and Mary Lamb Grundy, 
descendent of the first English settlers along the 
Delaware. 
The multi-millionaire was a knitting mill owner, 
entering the business in 1880 after leaving Swarth*

more College. 
He became an apprentice in the 
woolen mill of Grundy Brothers & Campion. Bristol, 
in which his father was a partner. By 1887 he had 
been admitted to the partnership. When his father 
died in 1920, he became president of the firm. 
He served in the U.S. Senate from 1929 to 1931. 
Having become known as one of the nation’s most 
influential lobbyists and a “maker of presidents,” 
he was appointed to the Senate by Governor John S. 
Fisher, taking a seat denied by the Senate to Wil­ 
liam S. Vare, who had been elected in 1926 after a 
Republican prim ary contest with the incumbent, 
George Wharton Pepper, and Gifford Pinchot. Vare 
was barred by the Senate for alleged excessive po­ 
litical expenditures. 
Service Was Brief 
Mr. Grundy’s service as a Senator, however, 
was brief. He was defeated in the 1930 GOP pri­ 
mary by Jam es J. Davis, who had been Secretary 
of Labor under President Hoover, and who was sup­ 
ported by the Vare interests. 
Prior to 1929 the Senator had been a member of 
the Bristol Borough Council for 30 years. During 
that time he had become an outspoken lobbyist on 
Capitol Hill and a champion of industrial rights. 
He had also become an expert on tariff matters and 
an exponent of tariff protection for American in­ 
dustry. 
A delegate to many National Conventions, Mr. 
Grundy’s power reached its zenith in 1920 when he 
was one of a small group which brought about the 
nomination of Senator Warren G. Harding, of Ohio, 
as the Republican Party’s compromise candidate 
for President. 
Exerted It For Years 
This power he exerted for the next 35 years in 
local, state and national politics. 
He laid aside 
both political and business interests late in 1954. 
Mr. Grundy lived at 610 Radcliffe Street, Bris­ 
tol, in a house that had been the home of Robert 
Tyler, son of President Tyler. When not vacation­ 
ing at Ocean City, N.J., he would reside at his 
Walnut Grove Farm at Grundy’s Comer, Newport 
and Newportville Roads, which had been in the 
Grundy family since 1870. In his later years he 
spent the winters at Nassau. 
He was never married. A sister, Miss Mar­ 
garet R. Gundy, died in 1952 at the age of 86. 
He Was Quaker 
A Quaker, he lived quietly and simply and ad­ 
dressed his intimates as “thee.” His simplicity, 
tastes and habits were those generally associated 
with members of the Society of Friends. 
He was a member of the Union League, the 
Welcome Society, the Historical Society of Penn­ 
sylvania, the Genealogical Society, 
the Bucks 
County Historical Society, and the Philadelphia 
Country Club. 
Among his many financial interests had been 
the banking business with which he was identified 
with for a half century. As late as 1958 he retired as 
a member of the Bucks County Advisory Board of 
the Fidelity-Philadelphia Trust Company after the 
merger of the Farmers National Bank of Bucks 
County, of which he had been chairman of the 
board. From 1918 to 1947 he had been president of 
Farmers. He was also substantially financially in­ 
terested in the Philadelphia National Bank. 
Many Benevolences 
In addition to his benevolences to the commun­ 
ity of Bristol, Mr. Grundy has shown great generos­ 
ity in his support of substantial Bucks County under­ 
takings. A half dozen years ago he gave the Lower 
Bucks County Hospital $50,000; was a generous 
contributor to the Bucks County United Fund and 
to the Village of Fallsington restoration movement. 
His love of community was expressed many 
years ago in a statement he made: 
“If a man does not take pride in his home town, 
he isn’t likely to give a rap for his country. I was 
brought up with the old-fashioned ideas of doing 
right, fearing no man and loving my country. I have 
tried to do all three.” 
Had Detractors 
But Mr. Grundy had many detractors. As 
America moved from the age of gas lights and the 
horse and buggy into the period of modem trans­ 
portation, communications and awareness of social 
responsibility, the Senator was frequently accused of 
being against child labor laws, unemployment in­ 
surance, workmen’s compensation and other social 
benefits. 
His inflence on the political scene began to ebb 
when he suffered a crushing defeat at the hands of 
U.S. Senator James H. Duff, Republican, of Penn­ 
sylvania, who previously had defied the Grundy 
political organization to become elected Governor 
and who in 1950 won the GOP primary’ Senatorial’ 
campaign despite Grundy opposition. 
Associates said today Mr. Grundy had been ill 
for alxnit two weeks and died of hardening of the 
arteries at “Jacaranda,” the Nassau estate he 
leased from Lady Eunice Oakes. 
The body was to be flown back to Bristol today.

Both he and Secretary Batt out­ 
lined the various steps which Pres­ 
ident Kennedy has proposed to re­ 
lieve the economic situation.

3. Federal aid for public works 
projects; 
4. Tile increased unemployment 
legislation which already has been 
approved by the House;

All of these points, must have 
speedy action by Congress, Clark 
said, if we are to change the 
grave economic picture. 
504.000 Idle 
Pennsylvania now has 504.000 
persons out of work, Secretary 
Batt told the audience, and the 
situation is as critical as it was 
in 1958. 
“ We have more than our share 
of 
unemployment,” 
he 
said. 
“ Pennsylvania has only six and 
one-half per cent of the nation’s 
populate® but ten per cent of its 
unemployed.” 
He also said that 112.000 per­ 
sons in the state already have 
exhausted 
their 
unemployment 
benefits.

founded by his ancestor, John 
Hulme, and of the Delaware Val­ 
ley Bank and Trust Co , with two 
Philadelphia hanks, Mr Grundy 
served as chairman of the board 
of directors of the Farm ers Na­ 
tional Bank. 
' Because this area is growing 
so rapidly,” he said, ‘ more bank 
ing facilities and specialized sen 
ices are needed on a full-time 
basis.

plants and pipelines were acquir­ 
ed, and the present municipal 
building was erected. 
Mr. Grundy likes to discuss the 
founding of our country, the Rev­ 
olution in which it was affirmed 
and the industrial development 
that followed the Civil War years 
He points out that tho turning 


point of the Revolution occurred 
at Washington Crossing find that 
Morrisville once nearly became 
our national capital. 
On a more personal basis, Mr. 
Grundy recalls how as a small boy 
he waded across the Neshaminy 
Creek at Walnut Grove, at low 
tide. The creek frontage was im­ 
portant for water-borne deliveries 
of produce and supplies. 
There are many more memories 
— his service in the Senate, for 
instance, his fight for high pro­ 
tective tariffs as a legislator and 
bilbies^ and as a delegate to 
past Republican conventions, the 
political ditties he waged. Mr. 
Grundy’s multitude of varied ex­ 
periences would fill the lives of 
many other, ordinary men.
